erican 
bison, 
However, 
they 
have 
been known 
as 
buffalo 
so 
long 
that 
the 
American 
Bison 
society 
is facing a hopeless task wht n It tries 
to have them called by their right 
name. 
The main thing, is that they are on 
the increase. According to the fourth 
annual report 
of the society! there 
are now 2.700 of them in North Am­ 
erica, 
This includes a great herd of 
1,000 established in Canada by the 
Canadian government, largely through 
the efforts of Earl Grey. 
This is not 
the only herd controlled by the Can­ 
adian government. 
There are now 
twenty-seven head in the Banff, Alta 
park; slxty-one 
in the Elk Island 
park, and a big head of 918 in what 
is now known in Canada a 
the Buffalo 
park. 
This is near Wainwright, on 
the line of the Grand Trunk road. It 
Is an old buffalo grazing ground and 
there have been fenced in about IO" 
sauare miles. 
This is provided v i h 
a good game fence and a firegt. 
strip of plowed land twenty feet wide 
on each side of the fence. 
In addition to tile captive buffalo 
owned by the Canadian government, 
there is a wild band known as “wood 
buffalo” north of the Great Slave lake. 
This herd is estirm ted at from 360 to 
1,000. It has been somewhat decimat­ 
ed by wolves. 
The Canadian govern­ 
ment offered a bounty on the wolves, 
but 
the Indians, owing to a tribal 
superstition, would riot kill them, and 
the government sent a trapper and a 
biological student into the region to 
kill off the wolves so far as possible. 
The United States government has 
established a national bison range on 
the Flathead 
Indian reservation 
in 
Montana and this has increased in the 
past two years from thirty-seven to 
fifty-one head. There are row buffalo, 
either wild or captive, in twenty seven 
of the States, and an effort is being 
made by the Bison society to .secure 
the formation of a State bison range 
in each one of the States where the 
animals will thrive.
